Saw Smoke After Crash, 
Gen. Nobile Reveals; 
Sure It Was Ship. 


ONE OF CREW KILLED; 
BURIED BY EXPLORER 


Fog Holds Aeros on Ground; 
Ceccioni Not Rescued, 
Rome Declares. 


Rome, Wednesday, June 27 (A.P.).— 
In the opinion of Gen. Nobile, the di- 
rigible Italia caught fire shortly after 
it was blown away, after one of the gon- 
dolas was torn off the airship, says the 
official communique issued by the Ital- 
jan government through the Stefan! 
News Agency this (Wednesday) morn- 
ing. 

Nobile said that after the dirigidie, 
in crashing against the ice cap, had 
ripped off the gondola, it drifted away 
A little later Nobile and the group with 
him saw a small column of smoke sev- 
eral miles away. 

Nobile thought that this probably 
was due to a gasoline or oil tank catch- 
ing fire. 

Vincenzo Pomella, motor attendant, 
who was in the stern gondcla, was 
crushed to death against the ice. His 
body was buried in the arctic by Noopile 
and his companions. 

Balks Rescuers. 

Kings Bay, Spitzbergen, June 26 (A 
P.).—Milder weather without wind 
brought fog to the Arctic and again 
today tied up the rescue and search 
work of the aviators and mariners who 
are trying to save survivors of the No- 
bile expedition and to disoover the 
whereabouts of Roald Amundsen’s 
rescue plane, 

The milder weather, however, is mak- 
ing for better ice conditions. As soon 
as the fog blanket lifts, the ships will 
be able to work closer to the six men 
marooned near Foyn Island. The base 
ship of the Nobile expedition, the Citta 
di Milano, may shift her position to the 
north entrance of Hinlopen Strait next 
week. She will be so close to the red 
silk tent where Nobile’s group and a 
Swedish aviator are awaiting further 
succor that the distance can be spanned 
in 2 hours by plane. 

Fifteen or sixteen men remain to be 
found or brought back to civilization. 
When Gen. Nobile was taken from his 
camp he left five companions behind 
but this party was again raised to six 
when Lieut. E. Lundborg, who brought 
out the general, was himself marooned 
by a crash on hi second attempt to 
land on the floe,

One man said he saw an automobile 
containing three boys and two men 
drive up toward the building shortly 
before the explosion. The known dead 
are Joseph Anzallotti, 14 years old, his 
brother, John, 11; Rosario Sarno, 45 
years old, and William Dorenki, 19 years 
old. 

The cause of the explosion has not 
been determined.

Especially vociferous was the reace- 
tion of the convention to Bowegs’ de<- 
mand that the hand of privilege be 
taken from the throats of the farmers. 
Every State standard was removed from 
ite moorings and a parade of several 
minutes followed. The standard bear- 
ers made up the major part of the pro- 
cession, while the delegates cheered. 

Bowers’ keynote was the principal 
business of the night session, the re- 
mainder of the time being taken up 
with necessary routine, such as the 
appointment of committees and adop- 
tion of rules of procedure. 


Meet Again This Morning. 


The convention adjourned at 9:24 
p. m. until 11, o’clock this morning, 
when reports of committees, include 
ing the platform committee with ita 
troublesome prohibition problem, will 
be in order. Senator Joseph T. Robina 
son, of Arkansas, will be installed as 
permanent chairman. 

It has not been definitely determined 
when the nominating speeches will be 
made, but it is virtually certain that a 
presidential choice will be designated 
Thursday or Friday.

SECOND INDICTMENT 
AGAINST HIM STANDS 


Unlikely to Be Tried Now on 
Charge of Performing 
Illegal Operation. 


Louls W. Hoffman, chiropraetor and 
physiotherapist, who pleaded guilty to 
@ charge of second-degree murder in 
connection with the death of 24- 
year-old Eleanor W. Lehman, a typist, 
im his office in the Victor Building on 
March 3, was sentenced yesterday by 
Justice Siddons, in Criminal Court, to 
@erve 30 years in prison. Miss Lehman 
died of a broken neck after, it was 
charged, Hoffman had performed an il- 
legal operation upon her. 

The accused was originally held for 
Manslaughter, but later was indicted 
on a charge of first-degree murder. 
William E. Leahy, of Washington, and 
Harry W. Nice, of Baltimore, counsel 
for Hoffman, negotiated with District 
Attorney Leo A. Rover, and the latter 
agreed to accept a plea of guilty to 
second-degree murder. 

The indictment charged that Hoff- 
™man deliberately broke Miss Lehman’s 
meck to cover up the alleged illegal 
Operation, but Hoffman, in spite of his 
piea of guilty, has insisted that he had 


no intention whatever of deliberately 
killing the woman. 


Story of Eyewitness. 


The case was referred to Probation 
Officer Amos A. Steele for investiga- 
tion, and the result was that Hoffman 
failed to satisfactorily reconcile his 
plea of guilty with his declaration that 
he did not deliberately kill the girl. 

Miss Lehman was taken to Hoffman’s 
office by Mrs. Dotty King, otherwise 
known as Mrs. Dolores Monroe. I[t was 
the statements of the latter, after she 
was brought back to Washington from 
New Jersey, that caused Mr. Rover to 
insist upon an indictment charging 
first-degree murder instead of man- 
slaughter. 

Mrs. King accused ..offman of having 
deliberately broke: Miss '.ehman’s neck. 
She was an eyewitness, and she also 
stated that Hoffman had threatened her 
if she told all she knew. 


= 
Indictment Still Pending. 


Mr. Leahy asked that the minimum 
sentenced of twenty years for second- 
degree murder be imposed, but Justice 
Siddons declared that such a term 
would not satisfy the ends of justice. 
Hoffman had nothing to say. 

Miss Lehman was employed by a local 
film agency, and she is supposed to 
have met the father of ‘er unborn 
child at the agency. The man was 
questioned by Mr. Rover, but he denied 
that he had anything to do with Miss 
Lehman going to Hoffman's office. 

lt appears that Mrs. King heard of 
Miss Lehman’s condition, and out of 
sympathy for her and by reason of 
threats of suicide which Miss Lehman 
is alleged to have made, she took Miés 
Lehman to Hoffman's office. 

Hoffman was also indicted on a 
eharge of performing an illegal opera- 
tion, but it is hardly likely that he will 
ever be brought to trial in that cese. 
Assistant District Attorneys William H. 
Collins and M. Peari McCall presented 
the murder case to the grand jury. 
Hoffman accepted the sentence stolidly.

TRACES OF DRUG FOUND 
IN OTOMAGH OF PROCTOR 


Chemist’s Analysis Discloses 
Victim of Electrocution Had 
Taken Sleep-Inducing Pills.

Traces of a sleep inducing drug were 
found in specimens taken from the 
stomach of John .Cline Proctor, 19- 
year-old murderer, who was executed 
Friday, late yesterday by the District 
chemist. The chemist began his analy- 
sis of the specimens four days ago and 
reported his finding last evening to 
Deputy Coroner Joseph D. Rogers. 

The analysis result established defi- 
nite proof that the youth attempted to 
cheat the electric chair by taking the 
drug. Dr. Rogers sald that the analysis 
failed to reveal the quantity of drug 
in the stomach. This was believed due 
to the fact that the body had been em- 
balmed before the stomach samples 
were taken. 

It is believed that the youth obtained 
the drug pills from unwitting jail 
physicians and saved them. Pills were 
given to Proctor, according to Maj. 
William L. Peak, jail superintendent, 
by the physicians when he complained 
of not being able to sleep. Shortly 
after 10 o’clock Thursday night, Proc- 
tor talked with George Thompson, col- 
ored, convicted murderer, and declared 
he had some pills, which he had hidden 
in a tobacco bag, and Intimated that 
he would attempt suicide after making 
a confession of his part in the murder 
of Patrolman Leo W. K. Busch. 

A few moments after Proctor en- 
tered his own cell he called to a guard, 
murmured sleepily about making a con- 
fession and lapsed into a coma from 
which he never recovered. He was 
carried to the electric chalr on a 
stretcher. Dr. Rogers performed an 
autopsy on Proctor’s body the night 
of the execution and this established 
that the youth had died as the re- 
sult of the electrocution. Maj. Peake, 
who witnessed the execution of the 
youth, declared that in hk opinion 
Proctor was regaining consciousness 
when the electricity burned out his 
life. 

Police officials have made a survey 
of the District legat codes, but they 
failed to reveal any law upon which 
prosecution could be based if a party, 
guilty of smuggling the pills to Proc- 


tor, could be found. It is likely that 
no further investigation will be made.

On the whole, both Mr 
and Mrs. Coolidge are delighted with 
their stay in Wisconsin, finding Cedar 
Island Lodge both beautiful and con- 
venient. Mr Coolidge especially is de- 
lighted with the fishing available to 
him. Today he caught seven fish in 
only a few hours, including a large 
three and one-half pound rainbow 
trout and several trout-salmon. 

Mr. Coolidge paid today his first 
visit to his executive offices.

Grain Exports Show

Grain exports from the United States 
last week amounted to 828,000 bushels, 
against 2,174,000 bushels the previous 
week. Commerce Department figures 
yesterday gave the following compari- 
sons between last week’s exports and 
those of the week before: Wheat, 
394,000 bushels, against 1,639,000 
bushels; oats, 5,000, against 14,000; rye, 
60,000, against 83,000; corn, 188,000, 
against 219,000; barley, 181,000, against

Canadian grains exported through 
United States ports last week amount- 
ed to 2,402,000 bushels, against 1,- 
981,000 bushels the previous week, 
while exports of North American wheat 
last week through United States ports 
were 134,000 barrels, against 126,000 
barrels the week before.

Arrangements for Smith.

ago in Terre Haute found himself in

However, the sixtieth and last sta- 
tion to be added to the coast-to-coast, 
border-to-border network yesterday was 
KPRC, in the city of Houston. In the 
eleventh hour Houstonites who could 
not crowd themselves into the conven- 
tion hall woke up to the fact that every 
one in the United States very likely 
would be able to get in on the show 
but themselves. 

Problem Finally Met. 

This situation was met by including 
the Houston station in the network, 
but like all the rest of the stations, 
their broadcast has to clear through 
New York City. Thus, what they 
heard of the convention first had to be 
carried by wire 1,700 miles to New York 
and then the same 1,700 miles back to 
Houston, covering more than 3,000 
miles before reaching Texas listeners 
who in many cases were only a few 
city blocks from the hal! where the con- 
vention was actually taking place. 

Again there was at Houston as at 
Kansas City, in the opinion of this 
writer at least, entirely too much of 
Announcer Graham McNamee. He 
started out with the same old advertis- 
ing for Bob Sherwood, the veteran 
clown, and the drinking cups Sher- 
wood is advertising at Houston. 

Also McNamee repeated his Kansas 
City plugging of Will Rogers. At one 
time yesterday afternoon, instead of 
the Democratic convention, more of 
the real happenings of which we would 
have enjoyed hearing, his performance 
seemed to resolve itself rather into a 
McNamee monologue.

Houston, Tex., June 26 (A.P.).—Sen- 
ator Reed, of Missouri sent out word 
tonight in a prepared statement that 
he would carry on his fight “in good 
faith to the very end.” and added that 
he hoped to win the Democratic presi- 
dential nomination. 

His statement was prompted by a 


story printed in the early edition of a 
Houston newspaper which stated that 
Reed and some of his friends were 
angling for the vice presidency. 

“We will carry on the fight in good 
faith to the very end, and hope to 
win,” the senator declared after call- 
ing upon the editor to deny the story. 

“We have not made any trades for or 
considered any other position than the 
Presidency. 

“I have refused at least 100 times to 
permit discussion or consideration of 
that matter.” 


Takes Shots at Hoover. 


Reed fired away at the common foe of 
his party—Herbert Hoover, Republican 
presidential nominee—today as he held 
the trenches for the hopeful but waver- 
ing line of anti-Smith forces. 

Herbert Hoover fixed the prices of 
American’ farm products during the 
war, Reed charged, for the purpose of 
benefiting the “British and allied buy- 
ers.”” It was one of the strongest of 
the many attacks Reed has leveled at 
his arch foe, Hoover, since the Repub- 
lican nominee took office as food ad- 
ministrator during the war. 

Undeunted by the increasing claims 
of the Smith forces, the silver-haired 
campaigner turned loose his statement 
against Hoover today as part of his 
campaign for the Democratic nomina- 
tion.

While Reed was blasting away at 
Hoover his allies in the battle against 
Smitn, the drys from the South, were 
turning their attention to the plat- 
form contest, leaving for the moment, 
if not for good, the presidential situa- 
tion.

The result was that the farmers 
during the war sold at the low level 
fixed by Hoover but were obliged to 
buy at the high level fixed by the war. 
After the war, the Republicans raised 
the tariff for the express purpose of 
maintaining the war level of prices on 
manufactured goods. They compelled 
the farmer to continue to buy at that 
high level. At the same time he was 
forced to sell at very low prices on the 
bankrupt market of Europe. The in- 
evitable result has been the impover- 
ishment of the farmers of America.”

Slayer, 21, Appeals _ 
Sentence to Chair 


George Henry Thompson, 21, colored, 
was sentenced yesterday by Justice 
Frederick L. Siddons in Criminal Court 
to be electrocuted July 30 for the mur- 
der of Elsie R. Bowen, a colored girl, 
who had rejected his advances. The 
girl was shot to death October 31, 1927, 
at 1010 Kenyon street northwest, after 
Thompson had pawned a suit of clothes 
and purchased a pistol. According to 
the argument of Assistant District At- 
torney John Fihelly the murder was de- 
liberate and premeditated. Frank J. 
Kelly, counsel for Thompson, gave no- 
tice of appeal to the Court of Appeals. 

This death, sentence adds a second 
colored man to the death row at the 
jail. Malcolm Howard, also colored, is 
waiting execution on July 7 for the 
murder of Jessie Nelson, also colored, 
under almost the same circumstances as 
the killing of the Bowen girl.

CORN-BELT’S VIEWS 
GO BEFORE COMMITTEE 


Spending Cost of Surplus 
Control Over Commodity 
Aided, Is Favored.

Houston, Tex., June 26.—“The win- 
ming of the West’—the West being the 


birthplace and backbone of the Repub- 
lican party, was the dominant idea 
when the Democratic platform makers 
went to work tonight on the farm 
plank. All was harmony. There was a 
prodigious amount of conversation, but 
no controversy. 

The word was that the plank is to be 
made satisfactory to leaders of organ- 
ized agriculture. The Democrats are de- 
claring that they are desirous of going 
the limit to help the farmer. Inci- 
dentally, too, of course, they aim to 
help along the corn belt revolt. One re- 
port was that the plank would be based 
on the Federal Reserve System, a plan 
for handling crop surpluses organized 
On lines akin to the Fedcral Reserve. 

Leaders of corn belt farm organiza- 
tions laid suggestions before the party 
chiefs, but did not reduce them to a 
tentative plank, leaving that to the res- 
Olutions committee.

Hamilton would have injected gov- 
ernmental activities into all the affairs 
of men; and Jefferson laid it down as 
an axiom of freedom that “that gov- 
ernment is best which governs least,”

One-third of the convention 
strength could do this, but the Smith 
people scout the idea that such a num- 
ber could be obtained. 


State Caucuses Delayed. 
Some of the State delegations have 
not yet formally decided what action 
they should take when the balloting 
begins, caucuses in some instances hav- 
ing been held off until tomorrow to 
permit a survey of the outlook at as 
late a period as possible before the 
delegates must be placed on record, 
This fact was pointed to in some 
Smith quarters as indicating that a 
band wagon movement to the govern- 
or’s camp probably could not be 
stopped. 
But, with all of these indications of 
the Smith strength, the nucleus of his 
opposition, coming largely from the 
South, still héld on tonight, hoping, 
and in a few cases predicting, that 
Smith could be stopped. They made 
no prediction, however, as to who 
would do the stopping or who would 
be the Democratic candidate should 
the governor, by some unexpected 
maneuver, lose the place as party lead- 
er which he has vi¥tually won 
With the nominating speeches out 
of the way, perhaps by tomorrow nisht.

In those eight years we 
wrote more progressive and construc- 
tive measures into law than had been 
written by the opposition in 40 years 
of power. 

One thing those eight years did— 
they buried beyond the reach of resur- 
rection the ancient slander that the 
party of Wilson is incapable of con- 
structive statesmanship. 

They did one thing more—they de- 
stroyed the falsehooc that démocracy 
means hard times.

The moment the bell rang these men 
set to the task of undoing the work of

midst of the usual scandal they hurried 
a tariff law upon the statutes at a cost 
of from three to four billions a year to 
the consumérs. 

They found the Tariff Commission we 
created an embarrassment—theéy §ig- 
nored it. It was not facts they sought. 
They had promises to keep. When a 
little later they found it convenient to 
have a complacent commission to find 
the facts they sought-—they packed it. 
From that mement the acoustics of the 
commission have been bad. The cries 
of the millions for relief can not be 
heard, but the dulcet whisper of the 
pig-iron industry is enough to bring a 
50 per cent increase in its loot. 

They found the Federal Trade Com- 
mission in the way—they packed it. 
They took the weapons we provided for 
the protection of the people against ex- 
ploitation and turned them over to the 
powers of pillage. 

Thus privilege was speedily in- 
trenched in every department of the 
Government; and privilege moved into 
the office of the Attérnéy General. to 
spike the guns of justice; and privilege 
too’: possession of the stratégic points 
in all the departments and coOmmis- 
sions; and when the machinery of this 
potential plutocracy had been com- 
pleted, there, at the control, sat the 
very personification of the erstwhile in- 
visible government, looking after the 
interest of his flock. 

It is a tragic thing to find a govern- 
ment mortgaged to a little group that 
could be crowded into the directors’ 
rooms of the Aluminum Co. of Amer- 
ica. Under the rule of this regime the 
average man has had no more stake in 
the Government, for which he may be 
called upon to die, than if he had never 
touched our soil. 


Tragedy of the Farms. 


For example, what stake in govern- 
ment has the farmer of today? From 
the moment of the realization of the 
Hamilton state under the banner of 
the bloody shirt in the brutal days of 
reconstruction the American farmer 
has been but a hewet of wood and a 
drawer of water. During the 60 years 
of Jeffersonian supremacy the farmer 
was on an equality with every other in- 
dustry, and it is no mere coincidence 
that his decline and degradation began 
with the triumph of the Hamiltonian 
state. In the Jeffersonian concept of 
society the farmer had a position of 
paramount importance; but in all the 
political writings of Hamilton the only 
reference to the farmer is a promise 
that in compensation for his submis- 
sion to taxation in the interest of oth- 
ers, he may put his wifé and children 
to work in the mills 

Thus while the little group repre- 
sented by Mr. Mellor has found fine 
plucking in the vineyard of the state, 
there have been nothing but thorns 
and thistles for the tillers of the soil. 
And the result is a condition of ruina- 
tion that is a disgrac to our civiliza- 
tion. Millions of farms have been 
abandoned. Two niillion men have 
been driven from the paternal acres by 
economic necessity within the year. The 
hammer of the auctioneer knocking 
down farmlands has sounded like the 
continuous bombarament of a major 
battle in the West. Does the ruling 
caste want figures? Then take this 
—in five vears of this administration 
there has been a depreciation in the 
value of farmlands and equipment of 
$30,000,000,000 

And what does the ruling caste say 
to this? It calls it “temporary depres- 
sion.” And what does it pro It 
the ogee that the farmer~- shall become 

tter business men. 

Now whén it suits the pleasure of the 
privileged to oe neh money into its 
coffers it is applauded by the claquers 
&s patriotic statesmanship; but when 
the farmer demands his share in the 
unhappy game of paternalism they de- 
nouncée him as a radical and a crank. 

One day the head of the state by a 
scratch of the pen increased the tariff 
loot of the 
cent; and the next day he deliv ‘e 
homily to’the farmers on the wicked- 


Within five months | 


ness of expecting profit from a gov- 
erninental act. 

One day Mr. Mellor offered an argu- 
ment against a farm relief bill; and the 
next day a Républicar senator by sub- 
stituting “tariff” for “farm relief,” and 
“duties” for “equalization fee,” con- 
verted the Mellon afgument into a 
devastating denunciatior, of the very 
processes through which much of the 
Mellon fortune has been made, 

Oné month ago the President bitterly 
denounced with contemptuous phrasing 
the revolving fund of a farm relief bill; 
and the next day he heartily approved 
the revolving fund for the-favored ship- 
ping interest. 

And then, with millions of producers 
on the verge of bankruptcy and despair, 
they contemptuously kicked their case 
from court and adjourned the Congress 
with a cheer. Thus for eight long years 
they have stood in the midst of the 
wreckage of the farms and have done 
nothing—nothing to decrease the cost 
of transporting the farmers’ produce to 
the marts; nothing to rehabilitate his 
lost markets across the sea; but they 
have added a Dillion a year to the cost 
of the things the farmer has to buy. 

Now we do not ask paternalistic 
privilege for the farmer, but we do de- 
mand that the hand of privilege shall 
be taken out of the farmer’s pockets 
and off the farmer’s throat. We propose 
to tear down the system of privilege and 
put the farmer on an absolute equality 
with every other industry-—that 1s 
Jeffersonian democracy. We do not pro- 
pose that the most basic of all our in- 
dustries shall longer be a door-mat for 
all the others to wipe their feet upon 
as they enter the temple of privilege. 


Democracy and Business. 


Ah, but when we protest against the 
commercialization of Government they 
say we are enemies of business. Well, 
history refutes them. Thomas Jefferson 
was not an enemy of business. He 
merely objected to the usé of the in- 
strumentalities of the state to make it 
possible for a few men to pick the 
pockets of their fellowmen under the 
protection of the police. 

Andrew Jackson was not an enemy 
of business. He discriminated between 
business and brigandage; and he was so 
much the friend of honest business that 
he fought to make it free. 

Woodrow Wilson was not an enemy 
of business. In the eight years of his 
administration we gave more intelligent 
legislative service to honest business 
than had been given it in a generation 
before. 

We defy them to name a Democratic 
President who was an enemy of busi- 
ness, 

But we differ from those to whom Mr, 
Mellon is sacrosanct in our definition of 
a business man, In every tax reduction 
measure of the last eight years the 
Democratic minority in Congress has 
fought the battle of 95 per cent of the 
American business men against his 5 
per cent. 

We hold that the owner of a little 
shop, the proprietor of a store in an 
average town, is as much a business 
man as the barons of iron and steel. 
The man. who owns and operates a 
ranch in Texas or Montana is as much 
of a business man ¢3 the banker in 
New York, The men who till the soil 
and feed the nation are better business 
mén to the Jeffersonian than the most 
successful speculetor in stocks and 
bonds. We car not understand the 
regime in power for we are interested 
in the Babbits, and they in the bulls 
and bears. | 

We wage no war on big business if 
it be honest business; we find no fault 
with fortune, however large, provided 
they are not accumulated through the 
misus of governmental power. But we 
do wage war upon the commercializa- 
tion of government that makes for 
corruption and crime, 


Corruption an: Privilege. 


Privilege and pillage are the Gold 
Dust twins of normalcy. ‘The Wilson 
administration is a green spot bounded 
on one side by the Mulhall mess and 
on the other by an oil tanker flying a 
pirate’s flag. .

Profit to the Powerful. 


And why this strange insensibility to 
the common instincts of honor? Keep 
in mind the Hamiltonian theory that 
governments are strong in proportion 
as they are made profitable to the 
powerful. There is no moral difference 
between selling legislation in advance 
for campaign funds and selling oll re- 
serves; and it is not remarkable that 
he who practices the one may condone 
the other. Or that he who thinks that 
giving money to a slush fund is “just 
like giving money to a church” should 
play the silence end in the tale of the 
tainted bonds in the game of “Addition, 
Division and Silence.” 

And so we go’ forth to recover the 
Government from those who pillage by 
law as well as those who steal by 
stealth. Even as a minority we dragged 
these loathsome crimes to light. We ex- 
posed the stealing, the perjury, the 
silences of the sacrosanct. We forced 
the restitution of the Nation’s stolen 
goods. We compelled the expulsion of 
Daugherty and the prosecution of Fall. 
Put us in possession of the Government 
and we will turn the light on every 
crack and crevice and cleanse the 
Augean stables from mow to manger. 

We have no legislation to put upon 
the auction block. No Harry Sinclair 
has paid our party debt. We are free. 
We unfurl the Jeffersonian banner 
bearing Jefferson’s device: “A good 
government is an honest government,” 
and we invite all enemies of corruption 
to fight with us beneath its folds for 
the redemption of the violated honor 
of the Republic. 


Myths of Prosperity. 


Now they hope to drug the conscience 
of the Nation with the doped soothing 
syrup of a fake prosperity; and we want 
to know what prospertiy they mean, 
They point to a few powerful corpora- 
tions enjoying the pap of paternalistic 
privilege, and our answer is that you 
can not judge the prosperity of a 
people by the earnings of a privileged 
monopoly. 

Many years ago Thomas Jefferson 
advised a friend impressed with the 
evidence of prosperity in the homes of 
the nobility in Paris and Versailles to 
go out into the country and look into 
the pots in the fireplaces of the 
peasants. That is cur answer now. 

Four million jobless men is not pros- 
perity; a million abandoned farms is 
not prosperity; the utter ruin of the 
basic industry of America is not pros- 
perity; the failure of 4,000 banks in the

The difference between the prosperity 
of the Hamiltonian “nation” that they 
méan and the Jefferscnian nation that 
we know, ig this: they could crowd 
their “nation” into one corner of this 
vast hall, and the nation that we know 
includes cities and towns and the 
countryside, and 118,000,000 people in 
the homés of men, Théir prosperity is 
a spotted thing—an evidence of dis- 
ease; and we want to spread it like a 
healthy glow over every éelemént and 
section of our population. 

Do they offer us their claims of the 
payment of éight billions of the public 
debt up to July of last year? Our an- 
swer is that six and a third billion of 
this amount was paid with the money 
or the cash assets of the Wilson ad- 
ministration. 

Do they offer us their record of 


economy? Our answer is that with the |. 


elimination of the interest on war debt, 
the last three’ years of this regime has 
cost the people more than four and a 
quarter billion more than the last 
three peace years of the Wilson admin- 
istration. 

Mythical prosperity, mythical econ- 
omy, mythical facts, mythical figures, 
and mythical men, the last eight years 
may well be treated by the historian 
of the far future as thé mythical age 
of American history. 


Dollar Diplomacy. 


And mythical, too, their virile for- 
eign policy that was promised. We 
hear about it but we see it not. It is 
an anaemic outcast stumbling blindly 
in the darkness of No Man’s Land. 
They dare not face the world made 
over by the war and meet new duties 
called for by new occasions. They 
found us enjoying thé moral leadership 
of all mankind, and they have made 
us the most distrusted and unpopular 
nation on the globe. 

Thus through the stupidity of their 
dollar diplomacy we have stumbled into 
a petty war with Nicaragua that is tak- 
ing its daily toll of American ‘ives. Just 
why we have the war no one seems to 
know; just how we came to have the 
war no one cares to tell. Do they tell 
us that we are there to guarantee an 
honest election? Why, not long ago we 
were unable to guarantee an honest 
election in the city of Philadelphia. Do 
they say that we are ti ere to prevent 
rioting in the election? Why, at the time 
we were sending the Marincs to Nicara- 
gua we were campaigning with bombs 
in the City of Chicago. 


Now we proposé to end dollar di- 
plomacy in Latin America in the in- 
terest of Justice; but we propose it, too, 
in the interest of American businéss. We 
do not propose to sacrifice the future 
markets of our Manufacturers an” mer- 
chants to serve the interest of little 
groups of financiers and concession- 
aires. There, within a generation, loom 
our richest markets; and we are sowing 
the seed from which our rivals across 
the sea will reap the harvest in trade. 
We can not submit a bill of lading at 
the point of a bayonet and make the 
Latin-Americans take it. We can not 
write a bill of sale with a mailed fist. 


| We can not match a marine with a 


musket against a Britisa or German 
salesman with a smile. We can serve the 
ultimate ends of business better through 
the noble spirit of the Mobile speech of 
Woodrow Wilson than .hey have done 
with their dollar diplomacy, backed by 
the muskets of the Marines who are 
dying needlessly today in the swamps of 
Nicaragua, 


The Anti-Democratic State. 


Never in a century has there been 
such a call to us to battle for the faith 
of our fathers as there is today; and 
never has the control of government 
been so co:upletely concentrated in the 
hands of a ruling caste as now. The 
dreams of the Hamiltonians have liter- 
ally come true while the people slept. 
They wanted organized wealth in pos- 
session of the Government—and we 
have it. They wanted the sovereign 
rights of States denied—and we have it. 
They wanted bureaucratic agents 
swarming over the land like the locusts 
of Egypt—and we have it. They wanted 
government made profitable to the 
powérful—and we have it. They want- 
ed, through administration, to make a 
mockery of democracy—and we have it. 
The Hamiltonian state is necessarily a 
temple of gold resting on the bowed 
backs of peasants in other peoples 
fields—and we almost have that now. 
They would deify dollars and minimize 
men, limit self-government and cen-

Make no mistake about it—that is the 
great Jacksonian struggle of tomorrow. 
And with that sinister possibility upon 
us, the people must determine whether 
they will entrust their interest to those 
who believe that governments § are 
strong in proportion as they are made 
profitable to the powerful, or to the 
Jeffersonians who believe that govern- 
ments are created for the service of 
mankind, Once in possession and in- 
trenched, the plunderbund of the power 
monopoly can not be dislodged by the 
fighting force of a dozen Andrew Jack- 
sons. 


Back to Fundamentals. 


And so we are going back—back to 
the old landmarks of liberty and jus- 
tice in this campaign. Let me suggest 
a text for people grown cynical and 
confused. “Saith the Lord, Btand ye in 
the ways and see, afd ask for the old 
paths, which is the good way, and walk 
therein, and ye shall find rest for your 
souls.” 

We are mobilized to lead the people 
back to the old paths of constitutional 
liberty and to the good way. We are go- 
ing back—back to the old landmarks of

Our principles have been written in 
the triumphs of the people and bap- 
tized in the blood of our bravest and 
our best. Jefferson phrased them,

We face a foe grown arrogant with 
success. It were infamy to permit the 
enemy to divide us or divert us on the 
eve of such a battle. Issues are in- 
volved that go to the determination 
of the future of our institutions and 
our children. The call that comes to 
us is as sacred as the cause of humanity 
itself. From the grave at the Hermitage 
comes the solemn warning that no 
party ever won or deserved to win that 
did not organize and fight unitedly for 
victory—and we shall thus organize 
and fight. This is a unique campaign. 
The very precinct committeemen and 
the district captains become minute 
men of liberty in the reassertion of the 
principles of om.

GOVERNOR’S WIFE HAS 
CHILDREN ABOUT HER 


Affair for Mrs. Woodrow Wil- 
son Causes D. A. R, Clash 
With Colonial Dames.

Houston, Tex., June 26.—Three wo- 
men were in the spotlight of Democ- 
racy today at the opening session of 
the convention. 

One was happy and hopeful. She 
was the wife of the man who expects 
to be the thirty-first President of the 
United States, 

One was reminiscent and reticent. 
She was the widow of the man who 
was the Nation’s twenty-elghth Presi- 
dent. 

One was busy and businesslike. She 
was the daughter of the man who just 
missed being Democratic presidential 
hominee not so many years ago. 

The trio were, of course, Mrs. Al 
Smith, Mrs. Woodrow Wilson and Mrs. 
Genevieve Clark Thomson. 

Mrs. Smith sat in box No. 78 between 
Mrs. John Glynn, her sister-in-law, and 
Miss Rose Paderick, her secretary. Be- 
hind her sat the young Arthur Smith, 
Al Smith, jr., and Catherine, tire bride, 
and her husband, Francis Quillinan. 
The fan that Mrs. Smith swayed back 
and forth in her hand fluttered across 
a shoulder bouquet of lilies of the 
valley which Dr. and Mrs. Henry 
Mcskowitz had sent to her with the 
message, “Just for luck.” 

Mrs. Moskowitz, who is called the 
“Col. House of the governor’s staff,” 
did not come to Houston, but ts direct- 
ing her part of the campaign from 
Albany. 


Mrs. Smith no Politician. 


At the convention hall Mrs. Smith 
did not say much and earlier in her 
hotel apartment her remarks had been 
confined, largely, to a six-paragraph 
interview which, in multiplex carbon 
copies, had been handed around by 
Joseph Cohen, publicity director, long 
before Mrs. Smith came into the room, 
This statement, which lost some of its 
freshness in belng mimeographed, was 
as follows: 

“There is really nothing for me to 


“My trip from Albany was very en- 
joyable.

“It will be impossible for me to ac- 
cept, much as I would like to, the 
many kind invitations to attend lunch- 
eons, dinners and receptions.

“rt will return home as soon as the 
convention adjourns.” 


Glad Daughter Is Better. 


About the only additional fact which 
Mrs. Smith did volunteer was a definite 
refusal of an invitation to go for an 
airplane ride. Gov. Smith once declined 
to go up in the air with Lindbergh, and 
his wife has no desire to be a pioneer 
woman when it comes to aviation. 

From Albany last night came a long- 


distance telephone call from Gov. 
Smith to his wife. 

“What did we talk about? Oh, the 
family, mostly. I was glad to hear that 
my daughter Emily was much better.” 
Even less communicative was the 
dark-eyed woman in the violet chiffon 
gown and violet velvet hat who sat 
in the front row on the platform and 
held informal court. Mrs. Wilson, the 
guest of Mr. and Mrs. Jesse Jones, sat 
with Mrs. Jones and greeted her friends. 
When she was asked about the rumor 
afloat that she ‘1ad been invited to 
make a speech seconding the nomina- 
tion of Smith, she did not deny the in- 
vitation, but she sald: 

“Well, you know, and you can guess 
the answer.” 

Mrs. Wilson is not going to make @ 
speech. 

Woodrow Wilson’s widow was, al- 
though she may not have known it, the 
storm center of a quarrel over a break- 
fast and a bunch of ‘rchids. 

Four local chapters of the D. A. R. 
got up a breakfast for Mrs. Wilson 
and, so report has it, invited the Colo- 
nial Dames to send two delegates to 
the breakfast. Then the D. A. R. asked 
the Colonial Dames to chip in and 
help pay. for the expensive orchids 
which were to be given to Mrs. Wilson. 
The Colonial Dames thought that was 
taxation without representation, but 
harmony was restored, and the orchids 
were bought and paid for. 

The third woman in the center of 
things today was Mrs. James Thomson, 
national committeewoman from Lou- 
isiana, and daughter of the late Champ 
Clark. A-.girl just out of school, she 
first entered politics at the convention 
which almost, gave the nomination to 
her father, and which did start the 
quarrel between Clark and William 
Jennings Bryan. Mrs. Thomson, a very 
handsome woman, is so active in poli- 
tics now that there is talk of her suc- 
ceeding Emily Newell Blair as vice 
chairman, although the more likely 
successors will be either Mrs. Bernice 
Pyke, of Ohio, or Mrs. Florence Farley, 
of Kansas. 


Bryan’s Daughter Absent. 


When Bryan and Clark fell out, the 
quarrel cast its shadow on their daugh- 
ters. And this convention looked with 
interest on the meeting of Genevieve 
Clark Thomson and Ruth Bryan Owen, 
recent victor in the Democratic con- 
gressional primary at Miami, Fla. But 
the daughter of Commoner did not 
come to this meeting. 

Among those who sat on the plat- 
form today was Mrs. Josephus Daniels, 
all in black. 

“I am just a plain citizen of North 
Carolina now,” she said, “and I enjoy 
it tremendously.” 

Somebody remarked they had seen 
her lunching with Mr. and Mrs. Will- 
iam Allen White. 

“Yes and isn’t it lovely,” she declared, 
“to have Republican friends.” 

The youngest looking committee- 
woman is Mrs. Isabel Locke Horton, of 
Porto Rico, where she is a professor of 
English at the university. Kansas born, 
she hopes to stump the middle West 
for Smith this fall.

words, “the immortal fame of Woodrow 
Wilson,” Bowers brought the whole 
convention to its feet with cheers. 
Mrs, Wilson rose from her chair for 
a moment. She had been training a 
pair of small opera glasses on the 
speaker. The demonstration was qul- 
eted after about a minute’s cheering. 
For this session the vast hall was 
crowded to its capacity of more than 


16,000 and Bowers kept enthusiasm at 


a high pitch as he lambasted the Cool- 
idge administration for the treatment 
of the farmers and for many other rea- 
sons. 


Delegates Often on Feet. 


Frequently the speaker had the dele- 
gates on their feet cheering and wav- 
ing their hats and handkerchiefs. As 
Bowers concluded on the farm relief, 
the delegates began cheering and then 
W. H. Porter, of Calvin, N. D.. started 
a@ march of the delegates around the 
convention hall amid a burst of 
cheering. 

Kentucky fell 
Dakota and then 
South Dakota, 
Western States fell into the march. 
Finally all the standards, even those 
of the insular possessions, were carried 
aloft as the cheering of the delegates 
rose and fell in wave after wave. 

The bands helped it all along with 
lively music, one striking up “lowa, 
That's Where the Tall Corn Grows.” 
The demonstration procedeed minute 
after minute and there was almost as 
much enthusiasm as usually is dis- 
played in one for a presidential or vice 
presidential nominee. The Lone Star 
flag of Texas, waved aloft by a stal- 
wart of that State, got a cheer from 
almost each of the delegations as 
moved along the aisles.

LEAGUE STAYS BURIED. _ 


The Democratic party will not be pursued 
this year, according to reports from Houston, 
by the ghost of the League of Nations. Little 
has been heard in the preliminary deliberations 
of this once burning issue. Prohibition, farm 
relief and the tariff have been on many tongues, 
but talk.of assuming a place at the council 
table of Geneva has been strangely lacking. 
What the Democrats classed the paramount 
issue of the campaign of 1920 and the major 
principle in the election of 1924 appears to 
have faded out of the picture. 

How completely the League of Nations has 
been shoved into the background may be judged 
by the fact that not even Newton D, Baker 
now carries the banner of internationalism into 
the conflict. The former Secretary of War ac- 
cepts the verdict of more practical politicians, 
that there is no need to exhume an issue which 
has been twice buried by the votes of millions 
of Americans. He has not forsaken the lost 
cause, but he is willing to let it slumber peace- 
fully on. “I do not plan to try again for a 
plank favoring the immediate entrance into the 
league,’”” said Mr. Baker at Houston. “I do 
not think this is the time forit. I would favor 
a plank urging sympathetic and effective co- 
operation in the task of preserving the peace 
of the world.” 

Abandonment of the league issue, and with 
it should go the equally obnoxious effort to 
commit the United States to the World Court, 
rids the Democratic party of a handicap which 
it has long shouldered. It was demonstrated 
even before 1920 that the United States would 
have none of it. The overwhelming defeat of 
the candidate who sought to capitalize the 
Wilsonian doctrine eight years ago ought to 
have been sufficient evidence of its rejection. 
The Democratic party at Madison Square 
Garden was too distraught to reason soundly. 
It is impossible otherwise to explain its desire 
for another referendum on a question to which 
the country had given unmistakable answer. 

The positive value of platform declarations 
is often questionable, but the harm they may 
do when they fail to interpret public opinion 
has been demonstrated time and again. The 
idea of the League of Nations was always ab- 
horrent to the citizens of the United States and 
ran counter to the traditions on which this 
Government had been established and main- 
tained. Inclusion of a League of Nations plank 
once more could only have meant the injec- 
tion of an issue from which the Democrats 
could expect to gain no benefits and which 
would alienate irrevocably large sections of 
the population, Under such circumstances the 
relinquishment of a vain hope ought to be 
easy. 


WHY ANOTHER STUNT? 


The courts having refused to make perma- 
nent an injunction restraining the German 
aviatrix, Thea Rasche, from making a trans- 
atlantic flight under any management vther 
than that which formerly backed her, and ber 
plane North Star having been moved mysteri- 
ously from a New Jersey airport to an airfield 
near Three Rivers, Quebec, it seems certain 
that this most recent intercontinental flying 
expedition will get away as soon as reasonably 
favorable weather reports are received. ‘The 
plane will be moved in a few days to Harbor 
Grace where it will be fueled for the long 
overwater flight. Miss Rasche’s objective is 
Germany. 

It is not improbable that she will be success- 
ful in the venture. Others have flown airplanes 
from North America to Europe. The North 
Star is said to be a well-built ship, fully capable 
of flying across the ocean provided meteorolog- 
ical conditions are reasonably satisfactory. 
Miss Rasche has adequate backing. She is a 
thoroughly capable pilot. She has had air 
experience sufficient to make her fully cog- 
nizant of the risks involved in this flight. She 
will not take off until after adequate prepara- 


tion has been completed, and if luck favors 


her to a reasonable extent she will conclude 
her adventure successfully. 

Yet she will gain little thereby. The North 
Star is a land plane, similar to all intents and 
purposes to the others that have been flown 
experimentally across the ocean. The progress 
of commercial transatlantic flying will not be 
served by the flight. Nor will Miss Rasche 
gain great publicity. Miss Earhart has taken 
the edge off women’s transatlantic flights. She 
has been lionized as Lindbergh, the first man 
to fly across the Atlantic, was lionized. Those 
who follow in her footsteps will receive ac- 
claim, as have those that followed Lindbergh, 
but it will not be vociferous or lasting. 

Miss Rasche claims proudly the title “stunt 
flier.”” This transatlantic flight will be her 
latest stunt. She is determined to fly to Ger- 
many. May luck be with her! 


THE ROYAL LITERARY FUND. 


The Royal Literary Fund of Britain came 
into more than usual prominence a month or 
so ago when the chairman of its annual din- 
ner was Stanley Baldwin. 
forty years previously had a prime minister of 
England presided at that function. The fund 
received further publicity when it was an- 
nounced that a book by Mary Webb, which Mr, 
Baldwin had praised at the dinner, had been 
sold out in a few days and a new edition 
called for. 

The Royal Literary Fund, established in 
1790 and incorporated in 1818, has done 
much good unobtrusively during the period 
of its existence. To the amount of £4,000 or 
£5,000 a year it makes grants to authors in 
need, or to the widows, children or other near 


relatives of deceased authors. Among those 
who have been the recipients of its bounty 
are “‘Bonnie Jean,” the widow of Robert

Burns; Chateaubriand, when he was in exile | 


and in dire poverty; and Samuel Johnson’s 
friend, Mrs. Charlotte Ramsay Lennox, daugh- 
ter of Col. Ramsay, the last royalist governor 
of New York. Asa rule, however, the names 
of beneficiaries are not made public. 

This splendid organization owes its origin 
to a clergyman, the Rey. David Williams. Dis- 
tressed when he heard of the sad fate of a fel- 
low clergyman, who had been a writer on the 
philosophy of Plato, and who died in jail. a 
prisoner for a small debt which he could not 
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meet-him at a coffee house in London, and at 
that meeting was modestly started a fund to 
prevent in the future similar tragedies from 
Occurring among poverty-stricken authors, 
From this small beginning has grown and de- 
veloped the splendid organization of today, 
with King George V as its patron and the 
Earl of Crawford and Balcarres as its presi- 
dent. 

To be invited to be chairman at its annual 
dinner is considered a high honor. It is 
pleasant to record that, among the Britishers 
distinguished in statesmanship or literature 
who have occupied that position, there are 
also to be found the names of two American 
ambassadors—those, namely, of Whitelaw 
Reid, who took the chair in 1906 and of 
Waltédr Hines Page who did the honors in 
1914. 


AN AID TO AVIATION. 


Several days ago officials of the Guggenheim 
Fund for the Promotion of Aeronautics an- 
nounced that henceforth resources of the fund 
would be devoted exclusively to promotion of 
safety in flying. The decision thus to restrict 
their activities was reached, it was pointed out, 
because of the fact that there no longer is need 
of the type of work that the Guggenheim Fund 
Educational work no 
longer is necessary, because the Nation has 
Equipment loans and 
the general aid extended to aviation no longer 


had been carrying on.

are necessary because aviation is in a position 
to help itself and because private capital now 
feels justified in entering the fleld of aero- 
nautics. 

Announcement of the formation of the 
National Aviation Corporation, with a capital- 
ization of $3,500,000, to act as a financing 
agency for airplane enterprises follows closely 
the Guggenheim announcement. About 25 per 
cent of the group forming the corporation rep- 
resents leading manufacturers of airplanes or 
airplane accessories; others are engaged in 
transport and the balance are bankers and 
capitalists interested in the financing of avia- 
tion activities both at home and abroad. The 
corporation has been formed for the purpose 
of using its funds “‘profitably by participating 
in the business of established concerns and by 
helping to finance new companies as they are 
organized. It is not the purpose merely to 
trade in and out of aviation securities, nor is it 
intended that the company shall control any 
of the major aviation enterprises of the 
country.”’ 

Formation of the National Aviation Corpora- 
tion constitutes final and definite proof that 
commercial aviation has arrived and is here to 
stay. The benefits that will accrue to the avia- 
tion industry are patent. No business can 
succeed in this day and age unless it bas avail- 
able ample credit. The National Aviation 
Corporation will fulfill this fuction for the in- 
dustry as a whole. The corporation itself 
stands in a fair to become a financial 
giant. Three and one-half million dollars in- 
vested In commercial aviation this early in its 
development, if it is managed wisely and well, 
may increased tremendously. As {in any 
new enterprise, there is comparatively an ab- 
normal risk involved, counterbalancing which 
is the general belief that commercial aviation 
is destined to play an important part in the 
general transportation scheme.

METHODS IN ARKANSAS 
EXPLAINED AT HEARING 


Speech Read. Tells How Prop- 
aganda Was ‘“Sugar- 
Coated” for Clients. 


(Associated Press.) 


Documentary evidence as to methods 
used, including the “sugar coating” of 
“propaganda” with a boasting spirit to 
secure the support of chambers of com- 
merce in public relations work by the 
Arkansas Public Service Information 
Bureau, was introduced yesterday in 
the Federal Trade Commission's public 
utility investigation. 

The developments of “sugar coating” 
methods came during the testimony of 
Earle W. Hodges, of New York, former 
director of the Arkansas Bureau, when 
he was asked to identify a copy of the 
transcript of a speech he was alleged 
to havé made before a meeting of the 
National Electric Light Association tn 
New York in 1923. 

Rex I. Brown, of Little Rock, Ark., 
secretary-tr@asurer of the information 
bureau and the Arkansas Utilities Asso- 
ciation, another witness, revealed in his 
testimony that Charles H. Brough, a 
former governor of Arkansas, was now 
director of the information bureau. 


Tells of “Sugar Coating.” 

Brough, who was the State executive 
from 1916 to 1920, has served as the 
bureau's head since 1925, he added, and 
receives a salary of $6,000 a year for his 
services. Brough succeeded Hodges, 
who now Is connected with H. L. Do- 
herty & Co.; of New York, and was for- 
merly secretary of the State of Arkan- 
SAS. 

Hodges testified that he could not 
remember attending the New York 
meeting, but said that he might have 
made the speech, although he doubted 
if he had used the same expression of 
words. 

In the transcript Hodges was quoted 
as saying that “lf we do have any prop- 
aganda (and I don’t like that word at 
all, for it is one of the Kaiser's favor- 
ites) we so conceal or ‘sugarcoat’ that 
that it Is

RECORD FOR HIGH SPEED 


Saratoga Makes 33.42 Nauti- 
cal Miles an Hour Over 
Measured Course. 


‘|BEATS FAST LEXINGTON 


6 high speed of 33.42 nautical miles 
Over a measured mile course was at- 
tained by the new aircraft carrier, 
Saratoga, according to a report from its 
commander, Capt. Harry E. Yarnell, re- 
ceived yesterday at the Navy Depart- 
ment from San Pedro, Calif. 

Secretary of the Navy Wilbur made 
public the report, which showed this 
speed was made during an extensive 
series of test runs at various. speeds, 
the vessel belng sent over a measured 
mile course at speeds of 9, 12, 16, 18, 
22, 25, 28 and 30 knots for standardiza- 
tion purposes, and to determine tur- 
bine revolutions per minute necessary 
to attain certain speeds in »miles per 
hour. 

Endurance runs and runs to deter- 
mine the rates of fuel consumption at 
varying speeds also were made. The 
vesse] was run at high speed over the 
mile course and averaged 33 knots for 
allruns. The high run was 33.42 knots. 
On the same runs, the aircraft carrier 
Lexington, siste: ship of the Saratoga, 
developed a speed of 33.04 knots. 

The dispatches stated that the Sara- 
toga developed 145,000 horsepower on 
the full power runs. It was explained 
that being built for 180,000 horsepower 
neither the Lexington nor the Saratoga 
will actually develop their full power 
until certain turbine blading is re- 
placed. present trials being made with- 
out it. 

The Saratoga’s performance constli- 
tutes a record for ships of this tonnage, 
which is 33,000. The cruiser Milwaukee 
made 41.04 knots in 1923, and the de- 
stroyer Cole, 43.75 knots shortly after 
the World War.

Resignation for the good of the 
service of Capt. J. Leland Bass, quar- 
termaster corps, Selfridge Field, Mich., 
in whose baggage liquor is alleged to 
have been found when he moved from 
Chicago to Selfridge Field, was an- 
nounced yesterday, at the War De- 
partment.

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Minister of Justice, Refusing 
to Extradite Noted Red, 
Resigns at Vienna. 


GIRL-SECRETARY IS FREED 


«, Vienna, June 26 (A.P.).—Bela Kun, 
whose communist rule in Kungary sev- 
éral years ago resulted in upward of 
1,000 executions, was convicted here 
tonight of belonging to a secret society 
anc of falsely describing himself on 


the passport by which he entered Aus- 
tria. 


He was sentenced to three months’ 
imprisonment. His secretary, Miss Ilona 
Greur, was sentenced to one month in 
jaii, and Georges Mayerhofer, under 


whose roof Bela Kun had lived here,, 
Was acquitted. Mayerhofer had been 
charged with being an accomplice of 
what the authorities described as a 
communist plot azainst Hungary, but 
the three were tried only on the tech- 
nical passport question. 

The two months which the prisoners 
spent in custody awaiting trial are to 
be taken into account of today’s sen- 
tences. This would mean that Miss 
Greur will be liberated at once. Kun 
would serve 30 days in jail. At the end 
of that time he is to be deported to 
Russia. 

The case developed a cabinet crisis 
because Franz Dinghofer, minister of 
justice, refused to extradite Bela Kun 
to Hungary. So uch criticism arose 
that Dinghofer resigned today, and for 
a time it seemed as if t+ entire cabinet 
would fall. 

The crisis was averted, however, when 
Dinghofer accepted the post of presi- 
dent of the supreme court. Prime Min- 
ister Seipel agreed to take over the 
duties of the ministry of justice in ad- 
dition to his work as federal chancelor 
and minister of forstign affairs. He will 
administer the department of justice 
until September when a successor to 
Herr Dinghofer will bre appointed. 

Bela Kun made a bold fight to save 
himself from further imprisonment. For 
nearly nine hourts in imperfect but 
forcible German he argued with and 
shouted at the lawyers and judges. 
He maintained that his Communist ac- 
tivities were not secret and criminal 
but purely political. 

The fiery agitator accused the judges 
of bullying him and of restricting his 
liberty of speech. He insisted that 
Many documents put in evidence 
against him were forged by Hungarian 
police or by the Austrian attorney gen- 
eral. He ignored every warning from 
the bench against his intemperate lan- 
guage and turned the biting sarcasm 
of his tongue on the entire govern- 
mental system of both Austria and 
Hungary. 

The case has aroused bitter debate 
and comment in all circles. Commu- 
nists have denounced the government 
for arresting Kun at all. Conservatives 
have been equally vehement in their 
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condemnation of the cabinet course in 
refusing to send him to Hungary to} 
be tried on charges of murder. 

The Pan-German party, to which 
Dr. Dinghofer belongs, went so far as 
to pass a vote of no confidence in him. 
But the support which Dr. Dinghofer 
lacked from his own party he found 
from Chancellor Seipal and after five 
hours’ deliberation the rest of the min- 
isters agreed that a resjgnation of the 
entire cabinet probably would be in- 
terpreted as an admission that the 
government had erred in deciding on 
Only a jail sentence and deportation 
for Bela Kun.

VESUVIUS HURLS HOT 
ROCKS INTO THE AIR 


Loud Explosions. Draw Big 
Tourist Throngs; Cone 


Rises at Crater. 

Resina, Italy, June 26 (A-P.).— 
Vesuvius is putting on another show 
of volcanic fire and missiles, and tour- 
ists are flocking to this town at the 
foot of the mountain. 


For two days ‘there have been ex- 
plosions, and fragments of incandescent 
lava have been hurled high, to fall back 
on the eruptive cone. This cone has 
been raised almost to the level of the 
great crater which crumbled April 6. 
1906. No danger is feared, even if the 
cone is broken or partly engulfed in 
the crater itself. This latter probably 
will happen because most of the lava 
already has risen to the level of the 
eruptive mouth. : 

Small crystallized fragments fell to- 
day on the road leading to the vol- 
cano, but these evidences of subter- 
ranean disquiet did not deter tourists 
from keeping on toward the summit.

LACONIC NOTE BY KING 


Cairo, Egypt, June 26 (A.P.).—Seldom 
has a national government been dis- 
missed in so laconic a fashion as the 
cabinet of Nahas Pasha, which went out 
of office yesterday on direction of King 
Fuad. The dismissal read: 

“Dear Nahas Pasha: As the coalition 
on the basis of which the cabinet was 
constituted has been gravely compro- 
mised, we have decided to dismiss you, 
Thanking you and your colleagues for 
your work in the service. 


“FUAD.” 

While the coalition was crumbling 
because of the resignation of three 
ministers, it is believed the royal coup 
de grace was more closely connected 
with the newspaper publication of a 
document alleged to have been signed 
by Premier Nahas Pasha, Wisa Wassef, 
president of the chamber, and Gafar 
Fakhry, leading nationalist deputy. 

This document indicated the three, 
as lawyers, were engaged last year by 
the mother of Prince Ahmed Seifeddin 
to obtain a removal of the restraint un- 
der which the court had placed Seif- 
eddin, and to try to enable the prince 
to regain control of his estates, on con- 
sideration of a fee of $585,000 if they 
were successful. The prince for 23 
years had been imprisoned at a private 
mental asylum in Sussex, England, and 
his escape to the continent with the 
assistance of some keepers caused a sen- 
sation some time ago. 

It appears the document was taken 
from Fakhry's house three months ago. 
Wassef declared today the high fees 
mentioned were justified by the enor- 
mous interest involved and neither ne 
nor Nahas Pasha had done anything 
in the affair since assuming political 
office. Fakhry asserted the document 
was falsified and all three were taking 
criminal court action for defamation 
of character. 

The premier read the King’s note to 
the chamber with the comment: “We 
thank’ God the dismissal came while 
we were enjoying your confidence.” The 
chamber warmly reciprocated with cries 
of “Long live Nahas,” “Long live the 
president of the Nationalists” and “Long 
live the constitution.” 

The Egyptian newspaper El Mokat- 
tam says this is the first time since 
the British occupation that an Egypt- 
ian ministry has been dismissed with- 
out Britain having a hand in the mat- 
ter. 


RECORD IN SEAPLANE 
SET BY LIEUT. GAVIN 


Navy’s PN-12, With Useful 
Load, Rises 16,500 Feet 
at Philadelphia. 


Philadelphia, Pa., June 26 (A.P.).— 
Lieut. Arthur Gavin, plloting the Navy 
seaplane PN-12, set a new unofficial 
record for class C ships today, when 
he reached an altitude of more than 
16,500 feet. The seaplane carried a 
useful load of 2,000 kilograms. 

Gavin kept the big plane aloft for 
several hours. It is designed to carry

Vigorous and efficient enforcement 
of the cighteenth amendment aud nec- 
essary supporting legislation, as already 
declared for in the Rpublican platform.

Dinwiddie on- behalf of the dry organi- 
zations. 

Approval of the principle of prohi- 
bition and opposition to repeal or mod- 
ification of the eighteenth amendment 
and the Volstead act. This plank of 
the Southern dry extremists will be 
sponsored by Gov. Dan Moody of Texas, 
Josephus Daniels, of North Carolina; 
Senator Glass, of Virginia, and others 

The outcome of the controversy 1s 
expected to be the approval of the law- 
enforcement plank favored by friends 
& Gov Smith. Without going counter 
to this plank, Gov. Smith will be free 
to advocate State control of prohibi- 
tion, as declared for in the Ritchie 
plank. 

Wets and Drys Confer. 


The wets and drys held a number of 
conferences today. There was nosharp 
disagreement among the wets, and the 
extreme wets were prepared to favor 
& moderate plank whenever their own 
pet proposals are rejected. Mr. Igoe 
and ‘Zeorge E. Brennan, head ot the 
Illinois delegation, were in conference 
with Senator Wagner and George W 
Olvaney. head of Tammany Hall. Ol- 
vaney is known to have brought a num- 
ber of tentative planks on various ques- 
tions approved by Gov. Smith. 

Gov. Ritchie also conferred with some 
of the New York delegates. The Mary-

before the resolutions committee, but 
he said today he may leave his plank 
entirely in the hands of Senator Tyd- 
ings, who has been one of the active 
wets in Congress. The New York spokes- 
men for Gov. Smith expressed approval! 
both of the Ritchie plank and the Igoe 
plank, but seemed ¢o feel that a milder 
declaration than either might best tn- 
sure harmony within Democratic ranks 
in the campaign. The most extreme wet 
plank, that of the Association Against 
the Prohibition Amendment, for repeal! 
of the eighteenth amendment was 
eliminated entirely from consideration 
by the Smith leaders. 


Extreme Drys Active. 


The extreme drys were attempting to 
line up support for their proposal) in 
conference today. Gov. Moody, Daniels 
and Senator Glass were engaged this 
afternoon in perfecting a plank. The 
declaration in the Texas Democratic 
platform was used as a model. A dry 
plank in the Virginia State platform 


in redrafting the proposal. 

The Texas dry plank proposes un- 
equivocal indorsementof prohibition as 
written into the Constitution, and de- 
clares ‘“‘Relentless opposition to any 


attempt. to repeal it or destroy the prohi- 


bition laws.” The plank further de- 
mands the faithful, strict and efficien* 
enforcement of all laws including those 
in support of the eighteenth amend- 
ment. 

In view of the postponement of the 
keynote address from this afternoon’s 
session until tonight and the conse- 
quent delay in the naming of the com- 
mittee, hearings of the _ resolutions 


,committee were not begun this after- 
noon, as had been intended. The com- 
mittee, which ts to be headed by Sen- 
ator Pittman, of Nevada, plans to com- 
plete public hearings tomorrow and to 
work most of tomorrow night in per- 
fecting the platform. It is proposed 
to report the completed platform to 
the convention on Thursday. 


Pittman Considers Planks. 


Senator Pittman and a number of 
others who will figure in the framing 
of the platform were at work tinfor- 
mally this afternoon. The planks 
brought by Mr, Olvaney were given 
consideration and revisions mace in 
tentative drafts already prepared by 
Senator Pittman. 

In the effort to shorten the platform 
it is proposed to eliminate a number 
of planks which were incorporated in 
former years, but which are no longer 
regarded as of immediate concern, The 
League of Nations plank of the 1924 
platform may be among those dropped 
out in this manner. It ts the view of 
the leaders that the League of Nations 
is no longer an issue and that it will 
be useless to continue the agitation for 
American entry into the league. 

Senator Glass announced his inten- 
tion of offering the entire platform 
adopted at last week's Virginia State 
convention for the guidance of the 
resolutions committee The Virginia 
senator was the chairman of the reso- 
lutions committee in the 1920 conven- 
tion and any platform drafted by him 
is recognized as in accord with the 
views of Democrats who followed the 
leadership of Woodrow Wilson.

Winning Scores Were 18 Over Par, Dethroned 
Champ Points Out—Describes Own Poor 
Putting—McLeod Tells of Lucky Break.

fie Washington golf professionals 
who participated in the recent 
national open tournament at 
Olympia Fields returned to the ciiy 
yesterday. Tommy Armour, who last 
year was welcomed in triumph at the 
Congressional Country Club as the new 
champion, was cordially greeted yester- 
day by the members, although he is a 
dethroned hero, and many regrets were 
expressed that he was not able to re- 
peat his victory of a year ago. He pro- 
poses to leave on Sunday in company 
with Fred McLeod to play in the Penn- 
sylvania State open on the Oakmont 
course next week. 

“I was not able to repeat,’ he said 
yesterday, “because I putted miserably. 
I was driving well and never played my 
irons better, but on the putting greer 
I seemed to be absolutely helpless. On 
the third round last Saturday morning 
I took 41 putts. When we started on 
Saturday afternoon I -was only one 
stroke behind Farrell, but I had three 
3-putt greens and I missed six putts 
that were not over 4 or 5 feet in length. 


Kven with this handicap, Il was 
only seven strokes behind the score 
which Jones and Farrell tied. I 
had 301, which was the total with 
which I tied Copper last year and 
won my card In the British open. 


“What impresses me most 
national open tournaments, and it was 
especially true at Olympia Fields,” con- 
tinued Armour, “is that phe winning 
score is not an exhibition of what I 
would call supergolf. The par at Olym- 
pia Fields on the card was 71, but as 
two of the 5-par holes were easily 
reached with a drive and a strongly- 
played iron, I would say that the par 
was 69, 

“Four rounds in par would equal 276, 
and yet the cards of Jones and Farrell, 
294, were 18 over par in 72 holes. It 
was the same way a> Oakmont last 
year, where 301 was 17 strokes over 
par, and at Scioto two years ago there 
was the same wide margin. When a 
national open is won by golfers who 
are from 17 to 20 strokes over par, 
the golf that is played is certainly not 
of the perfect variety.” 
“Will you play = any 
matches with Farrell?” 
“He was kind enough to invite me 
to be his partner and I have arranged 
to play a few matches with him. I 
have, however, had a strenuous year 
in golf and I am tired, so that I am 
deliberately avoiding anything that 
looks like a prolonged tour.” 

Fred McLeod, of the Columbia Club, 
immediately upon his return, began

with a series of postponed lessons, with 
his recent experiences at Olympia 
Fields in the background. 


“I hoped,” he said, “when 1 fin- 
ished the first two rounds with a 
total of 149 that 1 would be well 
up among the leaders at the end 
of the tournament but in the 
third round on Saturday morning 
I played terribly. 


“lL was penalized by a lost ball, I 
took three strokes from off the edge 
of the green on innumerable holes and 
I three-putted several greens. It took 
me 45 strokes for the first nine, al- 
though my 39 for the incoming nine 
was not so bad. However, when I to- 
talled 84 for the round I knew that 1 
was Out of the running.” 

McLeod tells an interesting story of 
what bappened to him on the four- 
teenth hole. He over-played the green 
but in the crowd just beyond the green 
was a woman reading a newspaper. 
When McLeod came up the ball was 
lying at her feet and she remarked that 
if she had not stopped the Dall, it 
would have been over in the woods. 

“Thank you,” said McLeod. 

“Now do you want your ball?” she 
asked and picking it from the ground, 
handed it to him.

, While looking for something to eat, 
“grasshoppers are in constant danger. 
_ Hawks, blackbirds and crows snap them 


up as dainty morsels. Frogs and toads 
also hunt for grasshoppers. Now and 
then one is caught in a spider. web. 
Wasps often attack them. 
Grasshoppers feed chiefly upon grass 
and the leaves of growing plants. Un- 
less present in great numbers there Is 


little cause to worry about the damage 
they may do Sometimes they gather 
in swarms of millions and fly about 
the country. Then they are a mighty 
danger to growing crops and pasture 
land. 

Locust is another name for grass- 
hopper; but it is commonly given to 
those which travel in swarms. Locusts 
have laid waste hundreds of square 
miles in Western parts. In the year 
1913 locusts destroyed much of the 
grass and growing crops in a region 
of more than 400 square miles. Rail- 
road trains were some times stopped 
because the engineers did not dare to 
drive through the masses of the insects 
upon the tracks. 

To fight locusts farmers sometimes 
spray thelr crops with paris green or 
kerosene. Flocks of turkeys have also 
been used to advantage. When let 
loose upon the locusts they gobble in

RECEIVE many letters asking ad- 
I vice and special exercises for re- 

ducing over-large ankles. 

Let us look at the matter frankly. 
It is not an altogether pleasant thing 
to say, but the fact seems to be that, in 
nine cases out of ten, fat ankles are 
the last to give evidence of negligence 
and perhaps indolence in the matter 
of excess welght. The tenth case may 
be due to bone structure (and here one 
can quarrel only with one’s ancestors) 
or to some organic trouble. 

Accumulations of fat show first in 
neck and shoulders, then in the trunk, 
then in the Iimbs, working downward 
toward the feet, which, in the ordinary 
routine of life, are forced to more ex- 
ercises, willy-nilly, than other parts of 
the body.

1. One Spade. The Heart suit ts 
stronger than the Spade because Ace- 
King-Jack and three others is much 
more apt to capture six tricks than Ace- 
King and four others) But with a two- 
suiter, even t-vo six-carders, it is im- 
portant to permit partner to choose be- 
tween the two without tncreasing the 
commitment. If North, without a face 
card in his hand, should have three of 


one Major suit and two of the other, or 
two and one, it would be important for 
ard Declarer to play with the longer 
suit.

The double 
would be of the camouflage variety,

GAR FARE INCREASE 
HE WRITES SENATOR 


Makes Plea for ‘Cooperation 
by Maltbie, Expert Engaged 
in Survey. 


CRITICIZES “WARNING” 
IN SENATOR’S LETTER 


Replies It Is Difficult to Al- 
ways Decide What Is 
Public’s Interest. 


People’s Counsel Ralph B.. Fleharty 
yesterday replied to the letter of Sena- 
tor Arthur Capper, chairman of the 
Senate District Committee, saying that 
he intends opposing to the best of his 
ability the attempt of the Capital Trac- 
tion Co. to obtain authority from the 
Public Uilities Commission to increase 
carfare rates. Senator Capper had writ- 
ten him suggesting that such be his 
course. 

Fleharty said that divergent positions 
taken by civic organizations in the Dis- 
trict on the proposed street car merger 
agreement indicated that the public’s 
interests in utility questions are not 
always easy to determine, and that he 
must judge of them to the best of his 
ability. The following is the text of 
Fleharty’s letter: 


Text of ‘lis Letter. 


“Your letter of June 18, which has 
already been given wide publicity in 
the local papers and variously described 
by them as a ‘warning’ or ‘advice’ from 
you as to how I should fulfill the duties 
of my Official position, was not re- 
ceived by me until the afternoon of 
June 23. 

“I would say that substantially your 
interpretation of the act of Congress 
creating the office of people’s counsel 
co.ncides with my conception of the 
duties of that position. 

“However, the divergent position 
taken most recently by the organized 
civic associations of the District of 
Columbia when the Public Utilities 
Commission and Congress had for con- 
sideration the proposec merger or uni- 
fication agreement of the local trans- 

tation companies only go to show 

at there may exist a very wide dif- 
ference of opinion as to what may be 
the ‘public’s interests’ which you state 
in your letter shoulc be considered by 
me not from a judicial standpoint but 
as an active advocate of the public’s 
interests.’ 


Full Cooperation Cited. 


“While there does not exist as full 
cooperation between this office and 
geome of the civic organizations as I 
should like, I believe that I am in a 
position to ascertain and judge as well 
as any one the general trend of public 
sentiment towards issues raised by ap- 
plications concerning the service fur- 
nished by public utilities 

“In any event, I am in a position 
where I must of necessity, because of 
the divergence of public opinion before 
referred to, exercise tc some extent my 
own judgment and discretion as to the 
. proper position to he taken in such 
matters. 


Asks Maltbie’s Cooperation, 


“Let me assure you that so far as the 
pending application by the Capital 
Traction Co. for increase of fare is 
concerned I conceive the public’s in- 
teret to require that I oppose same 
to the best of my ability 

“Might I suggest that if not beyond 
the scope of his employment the co- 
operation of Mr. Maltbie recently em- 
ployed by your committee to make an 
investigation and report on the pro- 
posed unification agreement of the lo- 
cal sapror sey ose companies, might be 
of substantial assistance in my opposi- 
tion to said application.”

It also largely excludes 
pamphlets, monographs and unbound 
magazines. It is safe to say that the 
book collections of the Nation’s Cap- 
ital exceed 10,000,000 volumes, the as- 
sociation says. 

The survey has been published under 
the title of “Handbook of Washing- 
ton’s Informational Resources.”

COURT'S EDICT SAVES 
TREASURY $6,000,000 


Stafford Denies Petition 
Which Would Force Govern- 
ment to. Buy Silver. 


The Government will be saved more 
than $6,000,000 under a decision hand- 
ed down yesterday by Justice Wendell 
P. Stafford in the District Supreme 
Court, refusing to grant a, petition of 
mandamus mede by American Silver 
Producers Association and the Della 5S. 
and Spar Consolidated mining com- 
panies of Colorado against Secretary of 
the Treasury Mellon and Robert J. 
Grant, Director of the Mint. 

The silver producers sought the order 
under the Pittman act of 1918 and 
would have required the Government to 
purchase .4 589,730 ounces cf silver bul- 
lion at $1 an ounce, although the pres- 
en’ market price is about *5 cents an 
ounce. 

Under the terms of the Pittman act 
the Government was authorized to melt 
up silver dollars and sell the bullion 
thus obtained to England, to be remint- 
ed and used by that country in India. 
The producers in their suit . rtended 
that under the terms of the law the 
Government was required to purchase 
the 14,589,730 ounces of silver to re- 
place that ~sent to England. District 
Attorney Leo A. Rover, who represent- 
ed the Government officials, contend- 
ed this was not so and that the pro- 
ducers already had benefited by some 
$58,000,000 under the Pittman act.
